Reporter LAWRENCE JOHN listens to 
the economic heartbeat of the 
county in Grant Thornton’s report 
Northamptonshire Ltd 



Everything is rosy in the county’s 
garden when it comes to the top 100 
privatley owned companies in 
Northamptonshire. 

On Wednesday, Grant Thornton 
revealed an indepth financial anal¬ 
ysis of how these companies are 
doing plus a breakdown of financial 
data by sector. 

Findings, unveiled to more than 
100 Northamptonshire business 
leaders at a breakfast event hosted 
by Grant Thornton, showed that 
combined turnover of the 100 firms 
increased by a healthy 10% from 
£5.37bn to £5.9bn, well in excess of 
overall GDP growth. 

Earnings before interest, tax and 
depreciation (EBITDA) also grew by 
a similar amount to £461 million 
while employment amongst the 100 
companies grew by 4.6% to 35,277 
people. The study was based on the 
latest company accounts available, 
relating mainly to the early stages of 
the UK’s economic recovery. 
However, the report states that 
interest payable rose significantly 


by 21.6% from £88 million to £104 
million. 

Presenting the findings, Mike 
Hughes, Director at Grant 
Thornton’s Northampton office 
leading the report, said: “If you look 
at the top 100 privatley owned com¬ 
panies they give you the heartbeat 
of the local economy. 

“We believe the private sector 
offers a better barometer as they are 
based in the county and run by 
people who live in the county. 

“They are really about home 
grown talent. 

“This is only second time we have 
done this report and what we dis¬ 
covered was the top 100 privatley 
owned firms are increased by a 
healthy 10% from £5.37bn to 
£5.9bn, well in excess of overall 
GDP growth. 

“And their profits were up 10 per 
cent. 

“Last year I said I thought the 
numbers were a bit soft and I would 
be surprised if they were as good 
this year. 

“But they are and the growth has 
doubled. 

“What is different there are 17 new 
companies in the top 100 

The Northamptonshire Ltd report 
also analysed a breakdown of the 
financial data by sector. All nine 
sectors that make up the report 
grew turnover with the exception of 
Property & Construction. 

Significant double digit growth was 
demonstrated by Automotive & 
Motor Retail (10.7%), Food, Drink & 
Leisure (13.9%), Freight & Logistics 


(21.7%), Retail & Wholesale (18.5%), 
and Technology (11.2%) sectors. 

Sector profitability presents a 
slightly more mixed picture with 
four of the sectors (Business 
Support Services, Industrial 
Manufacturing, Property & 
Construction and Technology) 
showing a fall in EBITDA. 

The strongest performers and 
powerhouses behind overall growth 
in profitability were Food, Drink & 
Leisure, Freight & Logistics and 
Healthcare. 

Mr Hughes said the three main 
elements which suprosed him in the 
report were: The overall result was 
up again for the seond year; Out of 


the 100 companies, only six are loss 
making while 94 are profitable and

Dunhams face 
brutal jail time

Former international 
drug dealer Howard 
Marks has warned the 
Dunhams once they are 
extradited they will enter 
a ‘brutal and barbaric’ 
penal system. 

Northampton couple, 
Paul and Sandra 
Dunham were due to be 
extradited to the USA 
today, accused of claim¬ 
ing more than $1 million 
in fraudulent expenses. 

One person who knows 
what it is like to be incar¬ 
cerated inside the US 
penal system is Howard 
Marks 

From 1970 - 1987 Marks 
operated his sophisticat¬ 


ed drug smuggling oper¬ 
ation when he had 43 ali¬ 
ases including the one he 
is most famous - Mr Nice. 

Howard was sentenced 
to jail in the USA in 1990 
to 25 years and fined 
$50,000. 

He was released in 1995 
and sent back to the UK. 

While in the USA, 
Marks was in jail at Terre 
Haute (USP Terre Haute) 
-a high-security federal 
prison in Indiana. 

Speaking to the 
Northants Herald & Post, 
Marks gave the paper his 
thoughts awhat he 
believes the Dunhams 
can expect when they 
arrive in the US and are 
taken to Chesapeake 
Detention Facility in 


Maryland 

Howard said: “Once 
they are in the US they 
can forget any idea that 
they were wrongly extra¬ 
dited. The individual has 
no right to say, only the 
state can object. 

“The penal system over 
there is brutal and bar¬ 
baric. When they arrive 
they could be shackled or 
manacled. 

“Once they are there 
they should get to see the 
British Consul and 
Prisoners Abroad which 
is very useful. 

“They can get moved 
anywhere in the system 
at any time. 

“The US prison system 
has access to law books 
and they need to use it.” 


Roundabout to blame for gridlock 


A mini roundabout was to 
blame for bringing 
Northampton town centre to 
a standstill on the first week 
day of new North Gate bus 
station, a new report has 
revealed. 

Shortly after traffic grid¬ 
lock hit Northampton on 
Monday, March 3, a report 
was carried out which was 
published on Friday. 

It reveals ‘the major reason 
that gridlock occurred was 
the road layout design on 
Bradshaw Street at its junc¬ 
tion with College Street and 
King Street’. 

This refers to the mini¬ 
roundabout at the exit from 
the interchange that requires 
buses to give way to traffic 
approaching from College 
Street, King Street and mak¬ 



ing a U-turn from Bradshaw 
Street. 

The report shows when the 
mini-roundabout was 
removed ‘traffic flowed free¬ 
ly ever since’. Work that 
week to rectify the issues 
cost £15,000. 

A spokesperson for both 
the borough and county 
councils said: “Further mod¬ 


ifications to the traffic flow 
around the bus station are 
planned but as with any 
large project, it was always 
anticipated that minor 
changes would be made in 
the light of operational expe¬ 
rience. These modifications 
are not as a result of the 
gridlock on March 3.” 

Councillor David 
Mackintosh, Leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Council, said: ““We will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situation 
closely and are more aware 
than ever of the need to 
ensure that we take into 
consideration the impact 
that the large number of 
major change and regenera¬ 
tion projects in Northampton 
will have on traffic in the 
town.”

Not happy with editorial 
on extradition couple 

I was surprised and disappointed 
at the editorial on May 15th 2014, 
relating to the Dunham’s deporta¬ 
tion. 

Usually I find Steve Scoles’ copy 
to be balanced, well researched 
and grounded, but here I have to 
say his comments seemed emo¬ 
tional, and rather selective and 
manipulative of the facts. In this 
case his editorial portrays the 
Dunhams as helpless, unknowing 
victims, and I think this is unjus- 


has evidence to the contrary. 

Yes, it’s sad on a personal level 
that as local ‘grandparents’ and 
British subjects the Dunhams are 
going to be separated from their 
family and friends in order to face 
charges in a country where they 
presumably have lived as UK resi¬ 
dents and enjoyed the fiscal 
arrangements here for some time. 
This is doubtless worthy of an 
article. 

However, in order to enter and 
work in the USA, people have to 
make certain promises and decla¬ 
rations - just as USA citizens do 
for working and living in the UK. I 
speak from experience, as my 


husband and I (British born and 
UK citizens) returned to 
Northampton in 2013 from a 
6-year term of living there as both 
temporary and permanent resi¬ 
dents. 

The USA legal process is based 
on democracy for citizens, resi¬ 
dents and visitors. In return for 
visa agreements, UK citizens are 
subject to certain agreed stipula¬ 
tions. Tourists have restrictions as 
to stay length and behaviour, and 
temporary/permanent residents 
are subject to stringent terms they 
agree when they apply for a work 
visa. 

Given the alleged crime, the 
Dunhams would have had recip¬ 
rocal equal opportunity with US 
citizens to contest the allegations 
within the USA legal system. 

It is certainly not the case that 
British citizens with the position 
that the Dunhams, given the 
working status they would have 
enjoyed as legal residents, could 
be extradited without their previ¬ 
ous knowledge and choice as to 
how they responded. 

The editorial doesn’t mention 
when they relinquished USA per¬ 
manent residency required to 
work in the USA. If they didn’t 
then they were knowingly in 
wrong, legally. If they never 
sought temporary residence at 
least, rather than proceeding to 
permanent residence, then they 
were breaking the law from the 
outset. 

The Dunhams have benefited 
from the British justice system, in 
that they utilized the UK tax- 
funded High Court process as 


British citizens to determine the 
validity of their deportation. 

Their case was rejected. If the UK 
legal system has judged that they 
should face charges, then why 
should we think that they should 
not have to appear in court and 
provide evidence as to their inno¬ 
cence? Why on earth should we 
consider their case be examined 
at PM level? I’m shocked by the 
editor’s assertion that they 
deserve this consideration at pub¬ 
lic expense. 

If the Dunhams had been 
accused of the same crime in the 
UK but were living abroad then 
would the editor be making the 
same case so heavily in their 
favour? There are plenty of exam¬ 
ples of this. Also, if you believe 
that extradition of British citizens 
who are accused of crimes abroad 
is wrong then I would ask whether 
the accusation and subsequent 
detention of Guantanamo bay of 
British citizens is unjustified? 

In my view we need world agree¬ 
ments as to extradition. Finally 
Abu Hamza has bee for life and 
beyond. We can’t be selec¬ 
tive about the rules.

What concerns me about this case 
is not the innocence or guilt of the 
Dunhams - at this stage that is an 
irrelevance - it is the ability of 
American courts to demand the 
presence of British citizens to 
answer charges of untested merit. 

If someone came to your home, 
made accusations about a member 
of your household and demanded 
you hand them over you might at 
least like to make your own decision 
about the accusation before you 
push them out the door. 

Especially when a country that 
operates a death penalty is involved. 

I think Britain as a civillised 
nation should at least offer that 
protection to its citizens. 

Incidentally Guantanamo shames 
us all and makes a mockery of the 
west’s claim to be the free world’.

Five motorcyclists 
injured in five days

It’s time to 
get personal 

H&P Editor Steve Scoles is taking 
Derngate Gym’s Body Fat Challenge... 


I’ve never been personally 
trained before. Personal train¬ 
ing is the little bit of magic at the 
core of Derngate Gym’s Body Fat 
Challenge. 

You can spend a lot on having a 
personal trainer but the BFC 
matches you up with one for a 
month for the price of a decent 
night out at a decent restaurant. 

So there’s the logic: sacrifice 
one decent night out - and notice 
I am not saying a good one - and 
spend that money getting a 
month of twice-a-week gym 
coaching and nutrition advice.

Sam Dickinson says Saints know they have 
won nothing yet as they aim to end the season 
by clinching an historic double. 

Northampton are about to enter a mammoth 
period of rugby, starting with the Amlin 
Challenge Cup final against Bath tomorrow 
night and then concluding with the Premiership 
final against Saracens on May 31. 

They will square off with Bath on the crest of a 
wave after booking the Saracens showdown by 
beating Leicester 21-20 in exhilarating circum¬ 
stances on Friday - courtesy of a late Tom Wood 
try while Saints only had 14 men. 

That win, however, will count for nothing if 
there is no silverware in the Northampton cabi¬ 
net come season’s end, so while the camp made 
sure to enjoy the semi-final victory over their 
East Midlands rivals, focus was quick to turn to 
Bath at Cardiff Arms Park tomorrow night. 

Saints will be hoping to clinch Europe’s sec¬ 
ond competition for the first time since 2009 
when they beat French outfit Bourgoin 15-3 at 
The Stoop. 

“We definitely enjoyed the moment,” said 
back row Dickinson on the Leicester win. 

“There was a lap of honour for the fans to say 
thank you for the whole season and it was a 
pretty special game for the boys. 

“It was into the changing room for a few songs, 
but then it was heads on, job done and on to the 
next one.” 

The pair of finals to come mean that Saints 
will have featured in three showpiece occa¬ 
sions when the 2013/14 campaign is brought to 
its conclusion. 

However, after defeat to Exeter Chiefs in the 
LV= Cup final in March, there remains a danger 
that a season of toil could finish with nothing to 
show for it. 

“It’s been a good season so far,” added 
Dickinson. “But all of the guys are honest. 

“It’s been positive so far but we’ve not won 
anything yet.” 

The Leicester win was the first time Saints had 
beaten their East Midlands rivals in ten 
attempts and came despite Salesi Ma’afu’s red 


card for punching Tom Youngs. 

Prop Ma’afu has since been banned for a week 
- meaning he will miss Bath but be available for 
Saracens - and needlessly put his side at a dis¬ 
advantage in a crucial semi-final thanks to his 
brutal left hook on the Tigers man. 

Saints had trailed 17-6 at half-time but even 
with a mountain to climb they battled heroi¬ 
cally to secure victory, meaning Leicester will 
not take their place in the Premiership final for 
the first time since 2004. 

Northampton’s success was also much to the 
chagrin of Leicester Director of Rugby Richard 


Cockerill who, after stirring the fires with some 
battle cries pre-match, stated that Saints were a 
‘good club’ while the Tigers were a ‘great’ one in 
a bitter sounding post-match interview.

Beast’s release sparks talks of a Northampton Town reunion

Adebayo Akinfenwa has turned down a new 
contract at Gillingham - leading to specula¬ 
tion that he could be set to return to 
Northampton Town. 

The striker, a favourite at Sixfields between 
2011 and 2013 and 2008 and 2010, hasn’t been 
able to agree terms at the League One club and 
was linked with a return to the Cobblers dur¬ 
ing the last transfer window. 

Now that he is a free agent, the return of the 
forward known as ‘The Beast’ due to his size 
and strength could potentially be completed 
much more smoothly, should boss Chris 
Wilder remain interested. 

Speaking to the club’s official website, 
Gillingham boss Peter Taylor said: “Sadly we 
have been unable to agree terms on a new deal 
and so Bayo will be leaving the club. 

“I have the utmost respect for Bayo; he has 
been a superb ambassador for Gillingham 


and scored some very important goals for us 
last season. 

“He has been a model professional, a great 
character to have around the place and I have 
very much enjoyed working with him.” 

Akinfenwa departs Priestfield having made 
37 appearances for Gillingham in his second 
spell, scoring ten goals. 

Meanwhile, contract news at Sixfields has 
seen new terms signed by winger Chris 
Hackett and young striker Ivan Toney, while 
French centre back Mathias Kouo-Doumbe 
has been released after not being offered a 
new deal.
